Lthough in the viſible Church the 

evil be ever mingled wich the 
good, and ſometime the evil have chief 
authoriry in the miniftration of the 
Word and Sacraments : yet foraſmuch 
as they do not the ſame in their own 
name, but in Chriſts, and do minifter 
by his Commiſſion and Authority, we 
may uſe their Miniſtry, both in hear- 
ing the Word of God, and in recei- 
ving of the Sacraments. Neither is the 
effect of Chritts Ordinance taken away 
by their wickedneſs, nor the grace of 
Gods gifts diminiſhed from ſuch as by 
faith and rightly do receive the Sacra- 
ments miniſtred unto them, which be 
effectual, becauſe of Chriſts Inſtitution 
and Promiſe, although they be mini- 
ſtred by evil men.

K 2 Supper of the Lord is net only 

a ſign of the Love that Chriſtians 
ought to have among themſelves one to 
another : but rather it is a Sacrament of 
our Redemption by Chrifts death: Info- 
much that to ſuch as rightly, worthily, 
and with faith receive the ſame, the 
Bread which we break, is a partaking of 
the Body of Chriſt : and likewiſe the 
Cup ot blefling, is a partaking of the 
Blcod of Chriſt. 

Tranſubſtantiation (or the change of 
the Subſtance of Bread and Wine) in 
the Supper of the Lord, cannot be pro- 
ved by holy Writ: but it is repugnant to 
the plain words of Scripture, overthrow- 
eth the nature of a Sacrament, and 
hath given occaſion to many Superſti- 
tions. 

The Body of Chrift is given, taken, 
and caten in the Supper, only after an 
heavenly and ſpiritual manner. And 
the mean whereby the body of Chriſt is 
received and catey in the upper is Faith, 

The Sacrament of the Lords Supper 
wos not by Chriſts Ordinance referved, 
carried about, lifted up, or worſhipped.

Ceremonies be in all places one, or 
utterly like ; for at all times they have 
been divers, and may be changed ac- 
cording to the diverſity of Countries, 
Times and mens Manners, ſo that ne- 
thing be ordained againſt Gods Word. 
Whoſoever through his private judg- 
ment, willingly and purpoſely doth open- 
ly break the Traditions and Ceremonies 
of the Church, which be not repugnant 
to the word of God, and be ordained 
and approved by commen Authority, 
ought to be rebuked openly, ( that other 
may fear to do the like) as he that ofſend- 
etli againſt the common Order of the 
Church, and hurteth the Authority of 
the Magiſtrate, and woundeth the Cor: 
ſciences of the weak Brethren. 

Every Particular or National Church, 
hath Authority to ordain, change, and 
abolith Ceremonies or Rites of the 
Church, ordained only by mans Aurho- 
rity, ſo that all things be done to edify- 


ing.
